| Jt has been found that the man who 
' desires to partake of some alcoholic

| veniently at a cheap price, will con 
| sider very seriously the difference in} 
cost between beer and whiskey, and 
; will more often buy beer, The er-, 
| planation is quite simple, If beer can 
| be purchased at about 10¢ a glass, and | 
| liquor around $4.00 or $5.00 a bottte, 
the average man chooses the cheaper 
drink, Whereas, if he can only buy | 
| beer by the case, the cost is practic 
ally that of a bottle of whiskey. 
People in British Columbia have said | 
that their Act is in the interests OT 
‘the whiskey distilling industry, This 
‘is quite obvious and the government | 
has taken the power to hold a plebis- 
 efte on the retail sale of beer by the 
| glass to meet this objection. 
| Manitoba has a system similar to 
| British Columbia, except that the 
Feeinaegae Pes deliver directly to the con- 
sumer, In this case the objections are 
two: one is that except a person buys 
a case of beer, the cost of delivery 
| for a smaller quantity brings the price 
up; the second is that beer cannot be 
procured by the glass, with the resul* 
that hard liquor is in greater demand. 
| Beer and whiskey in the lifetime 
cof the present generation have been 
associated together with the bars, un- 
til the individual thinks or 
them as being identical, As a matter’ 
of fact, the actual alcohol contained | 
in the ordinary bottle of beer will littte 
| 


average 


more than cover the bottom of the bor | 
tle when the other contents are re 
moved, whereas the alcohol in hard | 
liquors cover from two inches to half! 
the contents of the bottle. 

As the result of careful investiga 
officials feel that the
